Washington, July 6.—Officials of the 


Washington government today await- 
ed word of the result of General Pablo 
Gonzales' renewed attack on Mexico 
City. 


Advices to the Carranza agency here 


said that Gonzales had begun his at- 
tack with fresh reinforcements. The 
Zapata commanders had prepared to 
offer determined resistance. 
It would 


no£ be surprising to Washington oi- 
ficials, however, to learn of the evacu- 
ation of the Mexican capital by tbe 
Zapata army because of a shortage of 
ammunition. 


Miguel Diaz Lombardo, minister for 


foreign affairs in the northern branch 
of the convention government of Mex- 
ico, was here today with other Villa 
leaders in an effort to lay their views 
on the Mexican political situation be- 
fore officials of the United States. ViUa 
leaders have already told officials of 
their willingness to enter into nego- 
tiations with General Carranza, lookr- 
ing to a restoration of peace in the 
southern republic. 


While Carranza has consistently de- 


clined peace 
overtures 
by 
General 


Villa, Washington officials count upon 
Charles Douglas, legal adviser here to 
Carranza, who has gone to Vera Cruz, 
to persuade the first chief to adopt a 
more conciliatory attitude towards lii'3 
opponents. 
Pending the outcome of 


Mr. Douglas' mission, however, no new 
step in the situation will bf taken by 
the Washington 
government. Mean- 


while Villa representatives here hope 
that if Carranza "continues to refuse 
to change his attitude, the moral sup- 
port of the United States will be given 
Villa an* Zapata elements so that it 
can establish a provisional govern- 
ment composed of Carranza generals 
and leaders regardless of their 
first 


chief.

Laredo, Texas, July 6.—Six hund- 


red Carranza troops were killed in 
an all day 
battle 
yesterday in a 


fruitless attempt to capture Pare- 
don, a Villa stronghold about thirty 
miles northwest 
of Monterey, ac- 


cording to reports reaching here to- 
day. 
Eighteen thousand 
men are 


said to have been 
engaged 
in the 


battle, with total casualties on both 
sides of 2,000. 
Carranza reinforce- 


ments renewed the attack today. 


It was 
estimated 
that 
Villa's 


losses equalled 
those of 
Carranza. 


About 8000 Carranza troops under 
General Jacinto B. Trevino advanced 
yesterday morning along lue railroad 
from Villa Garcia, a village 
about 


midway 
between 
Monterey 
and 


Paredon. The advance followed 
a 


Sunday truce, during 
waich 
both 


sides buried the dead, which during 
the two weeks of incessant fighting 
around Villa Garcia, had fallen so 
thickly as to menace health. 


The Carranza officers 
estimated 


that Villa had nearly 
10,000 
men 


concentrated 
near 
Paredon 
under 


Generals Urbana and Chao. 
Their 


purpose was to halt a Carranza ad- 
vance on Torreon, about two hundred 
miles west of Monterey. 


Infantry, cavalry and artillery on 


both sides began the 
battle 
about 


Paredon early 
yesterday 
morning. 


At night the Carranza charges ceased 
and General Trevino was reported to 
have failed to gain ground. 
This 


morning's reports said however, that 
he had received reinforcements esti- 
mated at 8000 men and was renewing 
the attack on the Villa army. 


All regular trains out of Monterey 


have been annulled, being used for 
transporting military equipment and 
wounded.

ington and shot J. P. Morgan, lay in 
physical and mental collapse today 
in his cell at Mineola, Long Island 
jail. 
He had promised 'to tell the 


whole story of his life when he was 
arraigned before a justice at Glen- 
coVe tomorrow, 
but 
his 
condition 


was such that there was grave doubt 
whether he could appear in court. 


Dr. Guy P. Cleghorn, the jail phy- 


sician was quoted today as saying 
that Holt was unsound when he at- 
tacked Mr. Morgan, and he 
is un- 


sound now and that the only place 
for the man is the Matteawan asyl- 
nm. 
The intestinal 
and 
stomach 


troubles he is having are often pres- 
ent it is said, In cases of mental dis- 
turbance. He is highly nervous. 


To prevent an aggravation of his 


mental condition, virtually all ques- 
tioners were 
temporarily 
excluded 


from Holt's cell. 


Holt was, nevertheless, described 


as quieter than yesterday when he 
pared his cell crying that he wanted 
to die and asking that he be shown 
a way to do so. 


Precautions were taken to prevent 


him from committing suicide. 


Exhaustive inquiries, are 
being 


made by detectives to trace 
Holt's 


career. Federal authorities who had 
tried to ascertain whether he had 
bought dynamite 
to 
make 
other 


bombs besides the one he exploded 
in the capitol, learned today that a 
railroad freight agent at Syosset, ten 
miles from Glencove, had 
notified 


the police that a man whom he be- 
lieved might be Holt had received 
cases 
containing 
120 
pounds of 


dynamite, fuses, caps and exploders 
at the Syosset station June 28. 


In an attempt to settle the ques- 


tion whether Holt is the Eric Muen- 
ter wanted, by the police 
of 
Cam- 


bridge, Mass., an assistant custodian 
of Harvard university and 
a Cam- 


bridge detective were 
expected 
in 


Mineola today. 
To his counsel and 


others, Holt has denied that he is 
Muenter, or that he was ever

Harvard.

Holt Attempted Suicide by Cutting 


Artery In Wrist With Lead Pencil; 


L P. Morgan Reported Out of Danger 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Glen Cove, X. Y., July C.—Frank 


Holt, J. P. Morgan's assailant, who 
has also confessed to 
setting 
the 


bomb that exploded in the capitol 
at Washington last Friday night, at- 
tempted to kill himself at midnight 
by trying to open the artery in his 
left wrist with a lead pencil. 


The attempt 
was 
unsuccessful. 


Holt, lying on his side in a cell in 
the Nassau county jail at Mineola, 
was seen by an attendant to writhe 
with pain. 
The attendant entered 


the cell, found blood flowing from 
tbe wound, summoned the 
warden 


and bound up the wrist, checking 
the flow of blood. 


Notwithstanding the 
promptness 


with which Holt's attempt was dis- 
covered, he lo<?t a considerable quan- 
titv of blood. 


Holt spent a restless night, toss- 


ing about on his cot from which he 
hart been unabl< to rise during the 
day, and mutterus; to himself at in- 
tervals. 
His ke< -rs had taken from 


him his belt 
hi- 
suspenders 
and 


every other artid 1 in hi.s possession 
with which tlie\ thought he could 
have attempted suicide. 
He 
had 


seemed to be so despondent during 
tho day that a sMCt watch had been 
kept upon him. 


After several lours 
had 
passed 


without sleep dining the early night 
Holt called to an attendant and ask- 
ed for a lead pencil. 
He said ho 


wanted to writ" »» his wife. 
A lead 


pencil was brought to him and a few 
moments later, 
i "ad of paper. 


The attendant remained 
in 
tho 


cell a few minnt s and Holt turned 
on his lett side and apparently start- 
ed to writo. 


The attendant then left. 
Within 


less than five minutes he passed the 
door of Holt's cell again. 
He then 


noticed that Holt seemed to be in 
pain, entered the cell 
and 
found 


blood flowing from a jagged cut in 
his wrist. 
After the flow of blood 


had been checked and the 
wound 


bandaged, the keeper and 
Warden 


Hul?; searched for the pencil. They 
found it on tho cct. 
Holt'had ex- 


tracted the rubber eraser from the 
tip of tho pencil and with his teeth 
had bitten the metal which held the 
rubber in position until the 
edges 


turned. 
The result was 
a 
sharp 


blade perhaps a quarter of an inch 
lonn. 
Apparently Holt 
had 
not 


roar-hod the artery. 
He had cut a 


vein, however, and from 
this 
the 


blood was flowing.' To the warden's 
questions as to why he had attempt-

Fighting described as desperate in 


the official Petrograd reports is raging 
between the Vistula and Bug rivera 
along the base of a triangle of which, 
Warsaw forms the apex. The coun- 
try there is marshy and it is predicted 
in London that because of the char- 
acter of the terrain 
this 
campaign 


will be a constant drain on the Ger- 
man resources until even victory will 
be almost as costly as defeat. 


The German thrust 
against 
the 


French positions to the west of tha 
Moselle river apparently has not ex- 
tended beyond the 
infantry 
attack 


which regained the trenches previous- 
ly lost by the Germans; but prepara- 
tions probably are under way for a 
further advance, as Paris reports a 
violent bombardment in this region. 


In reply to the 
German wireless 


claim of an aerial raid on Land Guard 
fort at Harwich, the British admiralty 
states that a German seaplane and an. 
aeroplane, flying at a great height, 
were pursued by British airmen and 
forced to drop their bombs harmlessly 
into the sea. 


Russia has apologized to 
Sweden, 


for the violation of Swedish neutrali- 
ty when tho German mine layer Alba- 
(ross was driven ashore on the Island 
ot Gothland, after shells had 
been 


tired into her within the three mile 
limit.5

no chances of getting a doctor, cut 
all the clothing away from the injured 
limb, and when you have it bare get 
some one else to help you, if you can. 
Tiill straight on the end of the injured 
limb farthest awny from the body, and 
ns gently aud firmly ns possible ma- 
nipulate the broken bone into position. 
You will know when this is done by 
the shape of the limb.—Outing.

Tho result showed 
inclusively that the group shooting 
only flve times n day improved in ac 
curacy with less expenditure of time 
in practice than was required by either 
of the other groups for tho same 
amount of improvement.

the experiments says: "The relatively 
greater efficiency of short periods of 
practice continuing for many days is in 
accordance with the results of tho 
study of animals and of speoch habits 
in man and Indicates that in training 
to muscular feats, in both animals and 
men, 
the length of practice periods re- 


quired is usually too great for max-

The photographs shown on this 


page were taken last week and they 
illustrate how the poor of Chicago 
forage in the swill barrels after the 
day's business is over. 


The terrific waste has caused con- 


siderable thought on the part of the 


city authorities in Chicago, and plans 
are being made to move South Water 
Street to a place where the delay 
that causes spoilage can be elimi- 
nated. Today, strawberries, oranges, 
cabbage, lettuce, butter, eggs and 
other products are all delayed in 
getting to the congested produce dis- 
trict, which happens to be just four 
blocks from the busiest corner in 
the world.

Here are hot weather rules pre- 


pared by the Boston Work-Horse As- 
sociation. 
The owner and driver of 


every work horse is invited to clip 
out, preserve 
and 
observe 
these 


rules: 


1. Load lightly, and drive slowly. 
2. Stop in the shade if possible. 
3. Water your horse as often as 


possible. So long: as a horse is work- 
ing, 
water in small quantities will 


not hurt him. But let him dring on- 
ly a few swallows if he is going to 
stand still. Do not fail to water him 
at night after he has eaten his hay. 


4. When he comes in after work, 


sponge off the harness marks and 
sweat, his eyes, his nose and mouth,

9. If the horse is 
overcome 
by 


heat, get him into the shade,

move harness and bridle, wash out 
his mouth, sponge 
him 
all 
o'-er. 


shower his legs, and give him two 
ounces aromatic spirits of ammonia, 
or two ounces of sweet 
spirits of 


nitre, in a pint of water; or eive him 
a pint of coffee warm. Cool his head 
at once, using cold water, or, if nec- 
essary, chopped ice, wrapped in a 
cloth. 


10. If the horse is off 
his feed, 


try him with two quarts of oats mix 
ed with bran, and a little water; ami 
add a little salt or sugar. 
Or give 


him oatmeal grnel or barley water 
to drink. 


11. Watch your horse. If he sto;^ 


sweating suddenly, or if. he breathes 
short and quick, or it his ears droop, 
or if ho stands with his legs braced 
sideways, he is in danger of a heat 
or sun stroke and needs attention at 


once. 


12. If it is so hot that the horse 


sweats in the stable at night, tie him 
outside, with bedding under 
him. 


Unless he cools off during the night 
ho cr.nnot well stand the next day's 
heat.
